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Officials Optimistic About 
Arabs Lifting Embargo Soon

WASHINGTON (UPI) — En­ 
ergy chief William E. Simon 
suggested today that “ instant 
experts” who he said were off 
base about forecasts of winter 
disasters from fuel shortages 
would be just as wrong about 
forecasts 
of 
dire 
gasoline 
shortages 
this 
spring 
and 
summer. 
At the same time, officials 
were optimistic about chances 
that 
the 
Arab oil-producing 
countries 
would 
agree 
at. 
a 
meeting Sunday to lift their 
embargo, entirely, against the 
United States. 
Other officials said that if the 
embargo is removed, produc­ 
tion 
would 
be 
allowed 
to 
increase 
sharply, 
while 
the 
price of crude oil—from which 
gasoline 
and other fuels 
are 
refined—would drop sharply at 
the Arab wells. 
An 
immediate 
end 
to 
the 
embargo would not result in an 
immediate end of shortages at 
the motorist’s favorite gasoline 
station, 
since 
it 
would 
take 
several weeks for new oil to 
arrive in the United State s. 
However, without, counting on 
lifting of the embargo, Simon 
appeared 
optimistic 
that 
the 
situation which President Nixon 
downgraded 
from 
crisis 
to 
serious 
problem 
proportions 
would not become critical as 
warmer weather arives. 
“ We

Simon, head of the Federal 
Energy Office, said the same 
kinds of forecasts of people 
“ freezing in their homes,” of 
utility brownouts and blackouts 
by February and of unemploy­ 
ment 
reaching

were made last fall. 
“ Well, 
did 
it 
happen?’ 
he 
asked, and answered himself, 
“ No, 
it 
didn’t” 
because, 
he 
said, the government devised a 
conscious policy of accelerating 
heating oi! production. This was 
at 
the 
expense 
of 
gasoline 
output, he said. 
“ Now, we’re paying the price 
of some inconvenience in the 
gasoline lines. And we’re now 
taking care of that.” 
Simon said the FEO’s gaso­ 
line 
allocation 
policies 
had 
succeeded and “ we’ve seen the 
alleviation of the long lines (at 
gasoline 
stations) 
in 
all the 
hard-hit areas.” 
Spot checks showed that lines 
appeared 
to 
be 
shorter

shington, w h e r e additional 
gasoline was allocated in recent 
days. 
Simon said it would be “ a 
wonderful thing for our coun­ 
try” 
if the Arab embargo is 
lifted—as a result of diplomacy 
by Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger—and “I would think 
it would obviate the need for 
gasoline rationing.” 
One

additional 
gasoline was sent was southern 
West 
Virginia, 
where 
some 
20,000 coal miners have been on 
wildcat strikes for two weeks in 
protest of gasoline shortages. 
The 
miners 
continued 
to 
refuse to work despite the new 
gasoline 
supply, 
protesting 
a 
state regulation limiting gaso­ 
line sales to drivers with no 
more than a quarter-lank. Gov. 
Arch A. Moore Jr. refused to

seek an order to get the miners 
back to work.

Heath's attempt to hang on to 
power despite an upset in last 
Thursday’s elections.

Public Service Indiana 
To Spend $155 Million 
On 1974 Construction 
PLAINFIELD, Ind. - Public 
Service 
Indiana 
today 
an­ 
nounced plans to spend a record 
$155 million on construction of 
new facilities during 1974. 
The electric company spent 
$134.7 million for construction 
last year. 
In Its annual report Issued 
today, the utility also estimated 
that its five-year construction 
expenditures 
would 
top 
the 
three-quarter billion d o l l a r 
mark. 
Carroll 
H. 
Rlanchar, 
the 
company’s chairman and chief 
executive officer, said that “to 
keep 
pace 
with 
expanded 
electric energy needs of our 
customers, the company plans 
to more than double its present 
generating capacity within the 
next ten years,” 
In spite of conservation ef­ 
forts. 
the 
utility’s 
415.000 
residential customers used an 
average of 8.736 kilowatt-hours 
of electricity last year--an in­ 
crease of 6.88 per cent over last 
year, compared to' a 5.13 per 
cent increase in 1972. During 
the past ten years, average 
annual residential electric use 
has almost doubled. 
The bulk of this year’s con­ 
struction budget, Rlanchar said, 
will, be used to complete the 
first 650,000-kilowatt generating 
unit at the Gibson Station in 
southwestern Indiana. The first 
unit is planned for operation in 
early 1975 and the other unit 
under construction if, scheduled 
to go on line in 1076. He said 
three more coal-fired units in 
t h e 
500.000-650,000 
kilowatt 
range are planned by 1982 
The utility also made a major 
commitment to nuclear power 
during 1973 in recognition of the 
ultimate limits of fossil fuel 
supply 
and 
long-term 
fuel 
economics. Land for a nuclear 
g e n e r a t i n g 
station 
in 
southeastern Indiana along the 
Ohio River is being acquired. 
Subject to regulatory approval 
at Federal and state levels, an 
initial 
unit 
in 
the 
800-900 
megawatt range is scheduled to 
be completed in 1983. A second 
such 'unit would be on-line the 
following year. 
Rlanchar feels that the key 
to resolving the nation’s energy 
problems is to shift use to more 
abundant fuels — coal and 
uranium. 
He said that since the com­ 
pany relies on coal-fired units 
to produce 97 per cent of all 
electric energy 
generated, it 
has not faced the fuel supply 
problems plaguing some utilities 
dependent to a major degree 
on petroleum and natural gas. 
Adequate supplies of coal are 
expected to be available in 1974, 
mainly 
under 
long 
term 
agreements. 
“We believe,” Rlanchar ad­ 
ded, ‘‘that we can meet all 
normal energy needs of our owm 
customers 
and 
still 
provide 
substantial energy to other 
utilities w-hich are short on 
fuel.”

Summary Of News Throughout World 


A dam 3,004 feet long and 
82 feet high will impound water 
to a depth of 125 feet to form 
Brookville Lake with a 45-mile 
shortline, 
according 
to 
Con­ 
servation Officer Glen 'Conner 
who spoke before the Rushville 
Lions Club Monday night at the 
Durbin Hotel. Ernest Meredith 
and 
James 
McNew 
were 
responsible for arrangements 
for the program. 
The lake is presently filling 
rapidly and will be open for 
fishing and boating this year. 
Fish stocking, 151,000 to date, 
has already begun and includes 
bass, erappies, red ears, nor­ 
thern 
pike, 
walleyes 
and 
bluegills. He said that plans 
include planting of 12 million 
walleyes in three stages this 
spring, fall and next spring. 
There will be no camping this 
year although present camping 
facilities at Whitewater State 
Park are available. 
All state law's pertaining to 
the use of the 
water 
and 
surrounding territory will be 
strictly enforced, he said, and 
pointed out the dangers present 
in the use of such a large body 
of water. He asked the public 
to “be safe, be careful and be 
sure” and to go along with the 
officers. There will be eight 
miles of “fast” water, it was 


said, from the dam north to 
Dunlapsville. Use of life jackets 
will be rigidly enforced. It was 
estimated that the facilities will 
be used by about 18,900 people 
each weekend.

Conner bemoaned the 
lack of preparations being made 
to care for the influx of visitors, 
pointing out that the early roads 
and access areas are on the 
Ohio side at the dam site. He 
stated that he is opposed to the 
toll road idea and contended 
that very little has been done 
by the state to develop parks 
and roads in the eastern section 
of the state and that state tax 
money should be forthcoming— 
the administration will have to 
recognize eastern Indiana, he 
claimed. 
The need for the lake was 
lsited as three-fold — flood 
control, water conservancy and 
recreation. Overseeing of use of 
the 
reservoir 
will 
be 
the 
resonsibility of the conservation 
department and the Coast Guard 
Auxiliary.

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Walton On All-America Team 3rd Year 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Two- 
time Player of the Year Bill 
Walton, of UCLA was joined by 
front court t e a m m a t e Keith 
Wilkes as the Bruins placed two 
men on the 1973-74 United Press 
International 
All-America 
major 'college basketball team. 
The two UCLA seniors were 
joined on the first team by 
juniors 
David 
Thompson 
of 
North Carolina State and John 
Shumate of Notre Dame and 
senior 
Marvin 
Barnes 
of 
Providence. 
The 6-foot-ll Walton made the 
first 
team 
for 
the 
third 
successive year, a feat matched 
by only six other players in the 
26-year 
history 
of 
the 
UPI 
teams, the last being Calvin 
Murphy with Niagara and Pete 
Maravich with LSU in 1968-70. 
The 6-4 Thompson is also a 
repeater from last year’s team, 
while Wilkes. 6-7, Shumate, 6-9, 
and Barnes, 6-9, are on the first 
team for the first time. 
In 
the 
balloting 
by 
241 
sportswriters and sporscasters 
from across the nation, Walton 


compiled 478 points out of a 
possible '482' -—named by all but 
four voters on the first team — 
to lead all vote-getters for the 
past three seasons, the first to 
accomplish this feat.

tend to create disregard for the 
law. 


When the penalty is out of 
proportion to the seriousness of 
the offense, police hesitate to 
bring charges, prosecutors are 
anxious to “plea bargain” for 
lesser offenses, juries refuse to 
find guilt and judges hesitate 
to pronounce sentence. While 
most states are moving toward 
l o w e r i n g 
penalties 
for 
marijuana possession and use, 
the 
last 
General 
Assembly 
made a serious error moving 
in the opposite direction. 


The 1973 session, had lessened, 
the 
penalty

posession or use of the weed, 
moving 
against 
the 
‘‘pusher’ 
within creased sentence for sale 
or 
large 
quantity possession. 
Second conviction for sale of 
marijuana carried such a long 
jail term, Indianapolis Police 
ound it was not being enforced. 
Instead, second offenders were 
b e i n g 
c h a r g e d 
w i t h 
“possession” rather than sale 
of the drug. 


In an attempt to close the 
loophole, a 
new bill 
was 
in­ 
troduced, 
amended 
in 
both 
chambers, 
submitted 
to

conference 
committee, 
com­ 
promised, passed 
signed and 
will become law on October 
1. Adopted during the closing 
hours of the legislature, most 
members 
did 
not 
know 
the

Under the new law, giving 
away of 10 grams or more of 
marijuana can result in the 
same penalty as sale, with up 
to 20 years for first conviction 
and from 20 years to life for 
the second conviction.

a briefing from attorneys who 
advised on the impact of the 
bill.

Alcohol 
withdrawal can kill. Marijuana 
is non-addictive, while alcohol, 
and heroin are. Latest scientific 
evidence tends to prove use of 
marijuana is harmful to the 
health, but so is tobacco, and 
there has been far less research 
of the weed. I do not advocate 
the use of marijuana, but do 


believe 
in 
enforceable 
laws. 
Every law on the books not 
strictly enforced tends to breed 
disrespect for all rules. I hope

Today it sells for 
55 cents a gallon or more—and 
the price is climbing. 
The once familiar doling out 
of handsful of stamps with 
gasoline purchases that later 
could be redeemed for mer­ 
chandise has completely disap­ 
peared. And the once cheery 
greetings, checking of oil and 
water levels or window clean­ 
ing is nearly a thing of the 
past. 
With 250 miles of freeway 
within the city limits alone, Los 
Angeles has become a com­ 
munity of gasoline prospectors.

Farm Prices Are 
Up, But Retail 
Prices Are, Also 
WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
— 
Farm prices, currently averag­ 
ing a third above a year ago 
and two-thirds higher than two 
years ago, moved, back in mid- 
February to near the all-time 
record they reached in an infla­ 
tionary burst last 
August, 
the Agriculture Department’s 
monthly price report shows. 
Daily market reports have in­ 
dicated sharp drops in grain 
and livestock prices in. recent 
days. But the monthly report in­ 
cluded indications that retail 
food prices, which reached rec­ 
ord levels in January, may have 
pushed on to new peaks in Feb­ 
ruary. 
A section of the report deal­ 
ing with farm, costs said prices 
farmers paid when they bought 
food and tobacco in retail stores 
'11 Feb. 15 averaged 4 per cent 
above mid-January. Last month 
the increase in armers’ retail 
food bills recorded in the Jan­ 
uary )u rm price report was 
dose to the 1.8 per cent in­ 
crease later announced in that 
month’s retail food market bas­ 
ket cost for all consumers. 
The mid-February farm price 
report said that with new rec­ 
ords for wheat and corn more 
than off setting lower cattle and 
hog prices, average prices for 
all raw farm products rose 1.5 
per cent from mid-January and 
were 36 per cent above a year 
earlier. 
The increase was the third 
straight monthly u p t u r n in 
farm prices, wiping out almost 
all of the drop recorded last 
fall. The mid-February average 
brought prices to within 2 per 
cent of the record set last Au­ 
gust.Agriculture’s price index for 
all farm products, with the base 
year 1967 average stated at a 
level of 100, stood at 203 for 
mid - February. This figure, 
slightly over double the 1967 
level, compared with the record 
of 207 last August. R e c o r d s 
show prices had crept up from 
the 100 base to 122 in February, 
1972, before beginning the boom 
which brought them to 144 a 
year ago and 203 last month.

Western Civilization On Decline 
Is Claim Of Maine Ancient One

HARBORS1DE, Maine (UPI) 
— Scott Nearing is '90 and. his 
face is creased wdth age and 
from many cold New England 
winters. His eyes disappear 
when he smiles. 
Nearing and his wife Helen. 
69, have homesteaded in New 
England for more than 40 
years, ever since they decided 
to leave the city and search out 
a simple life. First in Vermont, 
and now in Maine, they have 
grown their own food, organical­ 
ly, 
have 
built 
their own 
buildings out of stone and have 
cut their own firewood. 
Nearing turned his back on 
Western civilization years ago, 
after being fired from teaching 
jobs at two colleges because of 
his radical political beliefs. He 
thinks Western civilization has 
been on the decline since the 
late 1806s. 
“Western, civilization is on. 
the carpet, just like Nixon is 
new.” he said. 
Nearing’s day began as usual, 
at 4:36 a.m., and he worked on 
his latest book until breakfast. 
He had spent the morning 
working around Forest Farm 
and now was eating homemade 
soup out of a wooden bowl. 
“I’ve been working on this 
theme since 1926,” he said. 
“It’s called, ‘Where Is Civiliza­ 
tion Going?’ It’s a social 
analysis of civilization. Almost 
no one has analyzed society 
objectively as far as social, 
organization is c o n c e r n e d . 
That’s what I’m trying to do.”
